I HAVE frequently thought of leaving to my chil¬ 
dren a record of some circumstances concerning 
my father and grandfather, which my mother related 
to me when I was a girl, which I have since felt 
conveyed caution and encouragement for my own 
instruction. I have endeavoured to recollect them 
in thankful acknowledgment to the Divine Being 
who can bring good out of evil. 

I have understood my great-grandfather was one 
possessed of considerable property in lands and 
money, a native of Wales, and by profession a High 
Churchman, in the reign of King Charles I. He 
closely adhering unto the King's side, did not think 
himself and family safe on his own estate, but took 
his wife and young children into Ireland, in com¬ 
pany with some bishops of like principles. He 
stayed in Ireland until King Charles II. came to 
the throne ; he then looked towards the Govern¬ 
ment for the recovery of his lands, etc. But waiting 
for the return of the said bishops, before he got to 
England a Court of Claims had been held, and 
some persons had wrongfully obtained possession 
of his property. Thus he lost his estate. When 
he got to court in order to claim it, one of the 
judges who heard the case, shook his head, saying, 

“ Voung man, you have slept too long on your 
elbows ; your estate has been claimed, and is given 
away.” Fearing that if he engaged in law he 
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might lose all he had, he returned to Ireland, where 
he had prudently left his family. 

Being thus deprived of his property, he thought 
it necessary to put his eldest son (my grandfather) 
apprentice to cam a trade. The master was a 
Friend, and while with him my grandfather was 
convinced of the principles of truth. He was, as 
I have heard my dear mother say, an honest, zealous 
man ;and in my father's family, where he resided 
after h.s wifes decease, he would often recount the 
merc'ful dealings of the Almighty with him, and 
rejoiced that the loss of the outward estate, which 
would have been his (being eldest son), was made 
the means of bringing him into the knowledge of 

» tr e- h e v h 'f. h he P rizcd above all other things, 
and which he lived and died in. 

My father, John Stafford, was his eldest son ; he 
was apprenticed at Dublin to a broad-cloth manu- 
facturer. Being a lad of a lively, witty turn, he 
was led a little away from Christian simplicity, yet 
retained the profession of Friends* principles. But ' 
what will profession do for us without possession ? 

It will not enable to stand against the spirit of the 
so he found, for being naturally of a 
cheerful, kind, benevolent temper and disposition 
his company was sought by many. 

Some few years after his apprenticeship had ex¬ 
pired he removed to Cork, and took lodgings in 
the house of Ann Hart, a steady Friend and a 
minister, where my mother was boarded. 

My mother’s maiden name was Ann Masters; 
she had lost both her parents by death before she

(who died last) under the care of her cousin John 
Dennis, of Cork, an elder of that Meeting, and by 
him was put to board with the aforesaid Friend. 

My mother had handsome property left her by her 
parents, she being an only child ; and her cousin to 
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whose care she was left was a man of much property. 

My dear mother was young when my father 
became acquainted with her ; his excellent temper 
and engaging behaviour gained her affections. Her 
cousin perhaps from pecuniary considerations, 
neter fully approved the match, but he behaved 
honourably. I have heard my dear mother remark 
that when young she was of a lively disposition, 
and had offers of marriage out of the Society, but 
she then pleasantly said she would not marry any- 
one that was not something of a Friend, fo ' we ' e 
he but half a Friend he might come to be a whole 
one before lie died. This, though spoken in jest, 
she saw verified in my dear father. 

My father after marriage entered on his own 
business of broad-cloth manufacturing on a large 
scale, through the whole process of preparing and 
wea\ ing the wool. Business for some years went 
on prosperously; money and the friendship of the 
world seemed to ilow towards my dear father 
which for a time diverted his attention from the 
pursuit of durable riches. 

My dear mother, through the humbling hand of 
tnc .Almighty, laid on her in sickness, was favoured 
to sec and feel the necessity of submitting unto the 
one essential baptism, by which she became a living 
member of the Church of Christ Anxious desirts
